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Recall Election 
Ordered In Pahokee 


Water and sewer rates con- 
troversy for the Pahokee Hous- 
ing Authority (PHA) has led 
to recall elections being order- 
ed for Pahokee Councilmen 
Lee Carroll Parker and R. W. 
Sanders, 

A third councilman, Curtis 
Miners, announced he would 
resign if the recall is success- 
ful. 

The rate dispute, in addition 
to controversy on the elimin- 
tion of three migrant camp 
facilities and the construction 
of a $5,559,106 low cost hous- 
ing project, spurred almost 200 
Pahokee voters to sign the re- 
call petitions this week. 

Leaders of the recall peti- 
tion move to simplify the ques- 
tion by saying that Parker “and 
Sanders are opposed to the 
PHA and its construction 
plans. Such opposition is den- 
ied by Parker, Sanders and 
Miners who say they are op- 
posed to the granting of spe- 
cial water and sewer rates to 
the Housing Authority, 

Parker said he was assured 
that his stand on the utility 
rates would not affect the pro- 
gress of work on the propos- 
ed housing and should not be 
interpreted to mean he was 
opposed to the increase in low 
cost housing facilities. 

Parker said he presented a 
motion їо the Council in Octo 
ber of 1966 in oppositio, 
the sites of the new facilities 
but had done nothing 
that time to stop the project 

The special reduction of 
rates to the housing authority 
аз requested, Parker said, is 
unfair to other utility users. 
Parker indicated he would fa- 
vor a plan that would give 
similiar rates to all mutiple 
unit users of the city utilities. 

City Clerk I. Marshall Lair 
said 176 registered voters sig- 
matures were needed before 
Sept. 28 for a recall petition 
to be presented to the City 
Council. Monday, more than 
the required number had been 
obtained. The petition to re- 
call Sanders was signed by 
198, Parker's by 197. Over 
20 who wished to sign the 
petitions were not registered 
voters, Lair said, and had to 
be registered first 

Petitions for the two coun- 
cilmen and Curtis Miners 
were filed in May but only 
about 30 persons sign in the 
alloted 31 days. 

If the city council does not 
order the recall election with- 
in 45 days the election will be 
ordered by the court. 

In his October motion op- 
posing the construction loca- 
tion, Parker said 

The Pahokee Housing Au- 


thority is planning to demo- 
lish all houses at the Sand Cut, 
Everglades, and Pahokee Farm 
Labor Camps and replace them 
with a 200 unit complex at 
the present Pahokee, or white 
camp, and another 200 unit 
complex at the south end of 
Barfield Highway next to the 
Lindrose property. The City 
Council assured the Pahokee 
Housing Authority that water 
and sewer contracts would be 
negotiated for these two com- 
plexes. 

If the units mentioned a- 
bove are constructed as plan- 
ned, this alone will concent- 
rate a large number of low 
income families near the City 
of Pahokee. This type low in- 
come project usually lacks re- 
sponsible leaders and will be 
a liability to an area where 
good leadership is needed. The 
closing of the Sand Cut Camp 
will mean transferring children 
of approximately 200 families 
from the Sand Cut and Canal 
Ром schools to crowded Pa. 
hokee schools. Our Pahokee 
schools are now faced with a 
difficult situation. without ad- 
ding to their problem:
